Foster Father Killed Seven Days Af- 


ter Finding Orphan — Regiment 
Pledges 
Itself to Support Her 


During Childhood Days.

(United Press Staff Correspondent) 


London, March 10. (By Mail)— 


Phyllis Trenches, a bright blue-eyed, 
flaxen-haired baby girl of four, today 
at Bedford, Eng., is the principal fig- 
ure in perhaps the most romantic lit- 
tle story of the big war. 


Phyllis is the adopted pride and 


joy of the 
Bedfordshire 
regiment. 


Her given name was derived from 
one Private Phillip Impey, who pick- 
ed her out of a ditch in an isolated 
and unromantic part of 
northern 


France while the Bedfordshires were 
marching by. "Trenches" is the only 
appropriate surname for Phyllis be- 
cause Phyllis lived with her soldier 
foster parents in a cold and clammy 
trench on the firing 
line for eight 


long days. 


When and how this four-year-old 


happened to be in a ditch, wet and 
weak from cold, as Private Irapey's 
company was passing toward the 
first line trenches, 
probably never 


will be explained. 
It was Impey, 


however, who stepped out of line to 
gather the child up in his arms. Im- 
pey was told by an officer a moment 
later that he would either 
have to 


leave the little girl or take her along. 
So Phyllis went to the trenches. 
Within three days she had recovered 
from exposure and was pet of the 
company, both officers and men. 
In- 


fant clothing had appeared, seeming- 
ly from nowhere, but there was sus- 
picious evidence that more than one 
khaki uniform had lost its shape in 
favor of the Daughter of the Regi- 
ment. 
The best and safest dugout 


and the softest trench bed were Phyl- 
lis' and there wasn't a soldier who 
wouldn't have cut off a leg to make 
her happy. 


The German trenches 
were 150 


yards away. One day Phyllis was 
missing. Shouts from 
the enemy 


trenches helped to find her. She 
was boldly toddling in "No 
Man's 


Land" toward the German lines. The 
Germans were beckoning her on. 
A 


hundred Bedfordshhires 
were ready 


in an instant to risk their lives for 
Phyllis. Two, who were 
quicker 


than the rest, ran forward and got 
her and not a shot was fired. After 
that Phyllis ventured over the para- 
pet several times. No German offer- 
ed to harm her and there was an un- 
derstood truce when the child appear- 
ed. 


Eight days of trench duty for the 


Bedfordshires finally ended. 
Phillip 


Impey died from a bullet wound on 
the seventh day and the 
company 


quartermaster sergeant 
gladly be- 


came father to Phyllis. 
She was 


taken back to billet life and never al- 
lowed in the trenches again. 
She 


was placed in charge of a company 
storeman who had children of his 
own. 
He took great pride in fath- 


ering Phyllis while the company did 
duty on the firing line. 
Six months 


later the company quartermaster ser- 
geant was wounded and sent back to 
a hospital in England. 
Phyllis went 


along. She was soon the pet of the 
patients and nurees and it was a sad 
day in that hospital when Phyllis and 
her foster father were sent to Bed- 
ford, the former to find a home and 
the latter to convalesce. 


Phyllis Trenches has a real home 


today and a real foster mother. She 
is still, however, the child of the Bed- 
fordshires, who have pledged them- 
selves to see that she wants for noth- 
ing throughout the reammder of her 
eventful young life.

His hotel became the state Dem- 
ocratic headquarters and its proprie- 
tor became an influential factor in 
the party councils. He had a pecul- 
iar facility for lining up and taking 
care of "the boys." Like all true poli- 
ticians, he stuck to his friends. This 
trait was strikingly exemplified a year 
ago when Taggart, tog-ether with the 
mayor and other city officials of the 
Indianapolis were indicted and arrest- 
ed on charges of voting frauds. Tag- 
gart immediately secured his own re- 
lease, but refused to accept freedom 
until he had arranged nearly $200,000 
bail for "the boys." The indictments 
against all of the accused were later 
dismissed, after the trial of one of 
them showed that the prosecution 
lacked sufficient evidence' to ponvict 


Taggart first ran for office as au- 


ditor of Marion county in 1886 and 
was the first Democrat to be elected 
to the position since 1860. Two years 
later he became county chairman, and 
showed his leadership in the county 
by carrying it for Cleveland, despite 
the fact that Indianapolis was, Har- 
rison's home city. 


In 1895 Taggart nominated him- 


self for mayor. 
Two years before 


the Republicans won the mayorality 
by 2,800. Taggart carried the elec- 
tion by 3,200. In 1896 the city gave 
McfCinley 6,000 majority, but in the

Foster Father Killed Seven Days Af- 


ter Finding Orphan — Regiment 
Pledges 
Itself to Support Her 


During Childhood Days.

London, March 10. (By Mail)— 


Phyllis Trenches, a bright blue-eyed, 
flaxen-haired baby girl of four, today 
at Bedford, Eng., is the principal fig- 
ure in perhaps the most romantic lit- 
tle story of the big war. 


Phyllis is the adopted pride and 


joy of the 
Bedfordshire 
regiment. 


Her given name was derived from 
one Private Phillip Impey, who pick- 
ed her out of a ditch in an isolated 
and unromantic part of 
northern 


France while the Bedfordshires were 
marching by. "Trenches" is the only 
appropriate surname for Phyllis be- 
cause Phyllis lived with her soldier 
foster parents in a cold and clammy 
trench on the firing 
line for eight 


long days. 


When and how this four-year-old 


happened to be in a ditch, wet and 
weak from cold, as Private Irapey's 
company was passing toward the 
first line trenches, 
probably never 


will be explained. 
It was Impey, 


however, who stepped out of line to 
gather the child up in his arms. Im- 
pey was told by an officer a moment 
later that he would either 
have to 


leave the little girl or take her along. 
So Phyllis went to the trenches. 
Within three days she had recovered 
from exposure and was pet of the 
company, both officers and men. 
In- 


fant clothing had appeared, seeming- 
ly from nowhere, but there was sus- 
picious evidence that more than one 
khaki uniform had lost its shape in 
favor of the Daughter of the Regi- 
ment. 
The best and safest dugout 


and the softest trench bed were Phyl- 
lis' and there wasn't a soldier who 
wouldn't have cut off a leg to make 
her happy. 


The German trenches 
were 150 


yards away. One day Phyllis was 
missing. Shouts from 
the enemy 


trenches helped to find her. She 
was boldly toddling in "No 
Man's 


Land" toward the German lines. The 
Germans were beckoning her on. 
A 


hundred Bedfordshhires 
were ready 


in an instant to risk their lives for 
Phyllis. Two, who were 
quicker 


than the rest, ran forward and got 
her and not a shot was fired. After 
that Phyllis ventured over the para- 
pet several times. No German offer- 
ed to harm her and there was an un- 
derstood truce when the child appear- 
ed. 


Eight days of trench duty for the 


Bedfordshires finally ended. 
Phillip 


Impey died from a bullet wound on 
the seventh day and the 
company 


quartermaster sergeant 
gladly be- 


came father to Phyllis. 
She was 


taken back to billet life and never al- 
lowed in the trenches again. 
She 


was placed in charge of a company 
storeman who had children of his 
own. 
He took great pride in fath- 


ering Phyllis while the company did 
duty on the firing line. 
Six months 


later the company quartermaster ser- 
geant was wounded and sent back to 
a hospital in England. 
Phyllis went 


along. She was soon the pet of the 
patients and nurees and it was a sad 
day in that hospital when Phyllis and 
her foster father were sent to Bed- 
ford, the former to find a home and 
the latter to convalesce. 


Phyllis Trenches has a real home 


today and a real foster mother. She 
is still, however, the child of the Bed- 
fordshires, who have pledged them- 
selves to see that she wants for noth- 
ing throughout the reammder of her 
eventful young life.

ATOR TAGGART 


Has had Lone and Interesting 


Career [as Boss of Dem- 


ocratic Party in State 


Was Three Times Elected Mayor of 


Indianpolis and' Also Served As 
County Chairman and National 
Committeeman. 


Indianapolis, Ind., March 23.—The 


United States senate will secure a 
most interesting addition to 
its 


membership, where "Tom" Taggart 
was named to succeed the late Ben- 
jamin F. Shively as senator from In- 
diana. 


Personally, Taggart probably haa 


more friends than any other man in 
the State of Indiana. In business, no 
man is held in higher regard. Politi- 
cally, he has been described as "the 
master gangman and the adroit ma- 
nipulator of the Democratic party," 
and the man who stands for every- 
thing in politics against which a 
quickened American political con- 
science is struggling." 
politics, Thomas F. Taggart, Is a na- 


l.ike so many other men who have 


risen to high stations in American 
tjve Irishman. 
Waterford, Ireland, 


was the place where he first saw the 
light of day, in 1856. When,a youth 
he came to this country with his par- 
ents and settled in Xenia, Ohio. In- 
dianapolis first saw him in 1877. His 
first employment here was a waiter in 
the lunch room at the railroad station. 
But his genial disposition, his wit, i 
thrift and indefatigable energy soon 
lifted him from the ranks of the serv- 
Within a short time after his arriv- 
al he was the owner of a prosperous 
restaurant. 


He always had the ability to make! 


monpy and to keep it. His restau- 
rant enlarged into a hotel, and a few 
years after the former immigrant 
boy was the proprietor of one of the 
leading hostelries in Indiana's capi- 
tal city. 


Even in the lunch counter days 


Taggart had a leanining toward poli- 
iitcs. His hotel became the state Dem- 
ocratic headquarters and its proprie- 
tor became an influential factor in 
the party councils. He had a pecul- 
iar facility for lining up and taking 
care of "the boys." Like all true poli- 
ticians, he stuck to his friends. This 
trait was strikingly exemplified a year 
ago when Taggart, tog-ether with the 
mayor and other city officials of the 
Indianapolis were indicted and arrest- 
ed on charges of voting frauds. Tag- 
gart immediately secured his own re- 
lease, but refused to accept freedom 
until he had arranged nearly $200,000 
bail for "the boys." The indictments 
against all of the accused were later 
dismissed, after the trial of one of 
them showed that the prosecution 
lacked sufficient evidence' to ponvict 


Taggart first ran for office as au- 


ditor of Marion county in 1886 and 
was the first Democrat to be elected 
to the position since 1860. Two years 
later he became county chairman, and 
showed his leadership in the county 
by carrying it for Cleveland, despite 
the fact that Indianapolis was, Har- 
rison's home city. 


In 1895 Taggart nominated him- 


self for mayor. 
Two years before 


the Republicans won the mayorality 
by 2,800. Taggart carried the elec- 
tion by 3,200. In 1896 the city gave 
McfCinley 6,000 majority, but in the
